Thursday, December 19, 


Several matters were clarified at the recent dominion-1 

provincial conference in Edmonton, and several resolu- 
• « ' 
tiofls were left at Ottawa to be dealt with by Parliament 

One matter which affects relief throughout the Domin¬ 
ion, is the acceptance by the federal government of a 
greater share of relief, with the object of lightening the 
burden on municipalities. In line with this action, is the 
census which will be taken early next year of all unem¬ 
ployed, and all unemployable, and a Dominion commission 
will be established to co-ordinate relief in Canada. Much 
of the trouble in handling relief has been due to the trffns- 
ient. Individuals and families move about throughout 
Canada, actuated in many instances by a quite sincere de-

The perennial question 
Act made some progress. Many changes in relations be¬ 
tween province and dominion are waiting action on this 
constitutional matter. By resolution the conference sug¬ 
gested that an imperial statute be obtained, approved by 
Dominion and Provincial Governments empowering the 
Dominion to amend the B.N.A. Act without recourse to 
the British parliament. This would give Canada a self- 
determination which it has not hitherto enjoyed, and which 
there is little likeliehood that the British parliament will 
oppose. 

The main difficulty has so far been Quebec, which has 
firmly opposed any changes in the B.N.A. Act. But at the 
final session of the Conference, Quebec gave evidence of 
•ithdrawing traditional opposi-
